S the right underftanding the 
Historians who wrote in 
the Greek and Latin Tongues > 
on account of the Simp icity 
of their Style, hath been by long 
Experience found equally necefc- 

_I fary for attaining a perfect 

Knowledge in thofe Languages, as the Reading 
their Poets and Orators; and confequently, Justin* 
Nepos, Sallust, C/esar and Livy, have been 
in our Schools taught with as much Succefe as 
Terence, Virgil, Horace or Cicero: So 
great Care on this account has been taken, to ren¬ 
der the former, as well as the later, intelligible to 
the feveral Ages and Capacities of thofe into whofe 
Hands they have heen put, by Explications, Inter¬ 
pretations, Paraphrafes, and other Notes, which 
in a great meafure have had their defired Effect.

Notwithftanding this Care, in one refpe£t the 
Endeavours, of the Editors of our School-Books, 
to explain their Authors, have fall’n lhort; for 
tho* they have in their Notes fo Far given an Ac¬ 
count of the Names of Hills, Rivers and Cities, 
as to tell in what Kingdoms or Provinces they 
are, yet for want of Draughts to difcribe thefe 
Kingdoms, and their Divifions into Provinces, 
neither the Diftances, nor the refpe&ive Situations 
of the feveral Places mentioned, can in any man¬ 
ner be apprehended by the Scholar; for want of 
which Diftinttion, great Confufion muft necef- 
farily arife in the Mind. 

Thus, if a Mafter was to defcribe to his Scho¬ 
lar, from hisViKGir., the Navigation of JEn eas ; 
and tell him, that in his Voyage from Troy to 
Italy he paffed through the Cyclades , and by the 
6trophad.es to the Golf of Tarentum ; from whence 
to avoid the dangerous Paflage between ScylU and 
Charybdis , he failed towards the African Coaft, 
thence faiRing hy Sicily, he arrived on the Coaft5 
of Italy , and landed near the Mouth of Tybris. 

Such a Defcription as this cannot be made in¬ 
telligible to the Scholar, by adding any Expla¬ 
nation in Words, who will not at all the better 
underftand ./Eneas’s Courfe, deferibed by his Au¬ 
thor, by being told, that the Cyclades are Iflands 
in the Icarian , the Strophades in the Ionian , and 
that Scylla is a Rock, and Charybdis a Whirlpool, 
in the Sicilian Sea ; becaufe he has no more any 
Notion of thofc Seas, their Diftances, or their 

refpe£tive 
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refpe&ivc Situations, either to Trey, oc to each 
other, than he bad of thefe Places faid to lie in 
them; fince thefe things can only be made intel¬ 
ligible to him by an a&ual Deferiptipn of thefe 
Seas and Iflands in a Map, which will fenftbly 
reprefent to him what no Words could ever efFe& 
without it. 

For this Reafon, to all the valuable Editions 
of fuch of the School-Books as have wanted 
them. Maps have been added, as abfolutely ne- 
ceffary to make the Author’s Meaning fully com¬ 
prehended : But then thefe Editions have been 
neceflarily held at fo great a Price, as not to be 
eafily corn pa fled for Youth at Schools, for wbofe 
ufe, as it was needful to Print Editions ofa cheaper 
fort, fb confequently in them thefe Helps mull 
be omitted. 

To fupply this Omillion, it has been thought 
an ufeful Service to Schools, to prepare a finall 
Colle&ion of Maps of the Ancient World, and 
of fuch Parts of it cheifly as are mentioned in 
the Clafficks ; and therein to defcribe the chief 
Cities, Towns, Rivers, and Mountains, in as 
perfed a manner as fo fmall a Form would ad¬ 
mit of; wherein the Scholar will be able, by 
Infpe&ion, to fee their tefpe&ive Situations; and 
by. heing told that each Degree in the Scale on 
the Sides of the Maps containr about Sixty Miles^ 
to judge in a tolerable meafure of their Diftances, 
by applying their Diftances in the Maps to the 
Scale on the Sides. 
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This will make the Reading their Authors lefs 
tedious and more profitable to them, fince they 
will not only with more Diftinftion apprehend 
the Matters their Authors treat of, but with rea- 
fonable Exa&nefs judge of the Aft ions defcribed 
by them, when by means of thefe Defcriptions 
they have a tolerable Notion of the Countries 
through which their Armies are faid to march, 
the Rivers which they pafs, and the Towns 
where they arrive, or which they fubdue. 

The Ufe and Advantage of fuch Maps being 
fo apparent, and the Perfons who are defigned 
to reap this Advantage being fuch as, generally 
fpeaking, are not in a Condition to purchafe it at 
any great rate, Care hath been taken, not only 
that they fhould be carefully and handlbmely 
Engrav’d, but alfo be had at a very moderate 
Charge, that fo the general Ufe of them might 
not be hinder’d by tire Greatnefs of the Price, 

One thing more it is thought neceflary to men¬ 
tion, That thefe Maps being Engrav’d by a Fo¬ 
reigner, fome of the Places retain the French Ter¬ 
minations, many of which have been reftified^ 
though it was too late to mend them all: But 
thefe are fo near the Latin or Englijb Names, in 
moft Inftances, that it is hoped it will occafion 
but little Difficulty to the Scholar, and give no 
great Offence to the Mafter.
